ODERN explorers in the 
field of American 
music have discovered a-rich 
harvest in folk melodies that 
took root in the remote sec- 
tions settled by the pioneers. 

A number of the songs, some 
of which were long buried in the 
limbo of forgotten things, are 
effectively used in “Sing Out, 
Sweet Land.” ‘This musical is 
an all-out American folk-opera, 
of, by and for the people of the 
United States. 

In the field of symphonic 
music, some of the composers 
who for years struggled with 
new inventions in harmonic de- 
sign, finally decided to go back 
to Bach. 

Those who have been provid- 
ing the ballads and liltings that 
reflect when boy meets girl in 
musical comedies and revues, 
have, in more than one instance, 
gone-back to tunes that have 
sprung from the soil; tunes that 
defy the withering hand of time. 


Basis in Alien Tunes 


OST of these old folksongs 

are tear-jerkers; many are 

sadly reminiscent of childhood 

homes and mother. 

some that are used in the musi- 

cal referred to are humorously 

sentimental, while sturdy mili- 

_ tary songs also find a place in 
the cavalcade. 

There has been much quib- 
bling as to the legitimate foun- 
dation of American folk music. 
Some authorities claim that 
members of each nationality, 
fused into the melting-pot that 
constitutes *the population of 
this country, brought with them 
the popular tunes of their lands 
and planted them here to blos- 
som forth later as the musical 
expression of American pioneers. 


Folk Songs Tell Story 


ND while the siiiple melodies 
that have been classified as 
the folk music of the South, the 
Kentucky Mountains or the 
quaint songs from the Great 
Divide and the border towns of 
the Middle West often possess 
the flavor of something heard 
in a program of Hebridean songs 
- or. songs from Naples or the 
tunes that minstrels of the 
Middle Ages scattered about the 
european countries, only a slight 
_ flavor remains, for the lusty or 
tender texts incorporate some- 
thing not derivative. 
| In “Sing Out, Sweet Land” 
the songs culled from American 
musical folk-lore are used as an 
integral part of the unfolding 
of the story,
